The mother, Mrs. Alma Mar- 
tin, -36, and their son, Jack 
Whitaker, 11, were killed in a 
bedroom of the Martin’s $40,- 
000 home in a suburb. 

Whitaker’s and Mrs. Martin’s 
daughter, Regina, 9, was shot 
and wounded. 

Mrs. Martin's husband, 
Stewart, 40, was wounded less 
seriously. He’ and Whitaker 
fired at least 12 shots at each 
other in the dark after Whit- 
aker broke into the hoube 
armed with a shotgun. 


Martin and Mrs. Whitaker 
had two children by their mar- 
riage, a daughter, Diane, in her 
late teens, and a son, Donald, 
an Indiana University student 
who is working in St. Louis, 
Mo., this summer. 


Authorities believed Whit- 
aker might have gone into a 
wood and shot himself. They 
could not find his body, how- 
ever. 


Divoreed Last Year. 

The two couples, once close 
friends, were divorced two 
months apart late last year, the 
Martins after 20 years of mar- 
riage. Martin then married 
Mrs. Whitaker and Whitaker 
married Mrs. Martin. 

Authorities said there was no 
evidence the couples worked out 

an agreement te swap mates 
and it “just happened.” 

Police quoted Stewart oe 
who operates @ phatester c 
supply store, as saying hit-" 
aker was angered because the 
Whitaker children had been 
given to the custody of their 
mother when she was divorcéd 
in 1956. 

Martin told reporters he 
heard a noise about 1:45 a.m., 
arose from his bed and went to 
the rear of the house where 
he found Whitaker removing 
hinges from a door.

STASSEN URGES

Three -Stage Reduction 
Is Proposed in Arms 
Talks at London — 

. Russian Delegate Re- 
serves His Answer.

LONDON, June 25 (AP) — 
Harold E. Stassen today pro- 
posed a three-stage reduction 
of American and Russian armed 
forces that would limit their 
military manpower to 1,700,000 
men each. 


The American delegate told 
the United Nations disarma- 
ment subcommittee here, how- 
ever, that reduction of Ameri- 
can and Russian armed forces 
below 2,500,000 men each would 
have to depend on progress in 
settling major world political 
problems. 

Stassen did not define what 
those problems were, despite 
being pressed by Soviet dele- 
gate Valerian Zorin. 

Zorin told the five-power sub- 
committee he was reserving 
Russia’s answer to the Ameri- 
can proposal for manpower ceil- 
ings. 


The Russian also expressed | 


regret that the Western mem- 
bers of the group—the United 
States, Britain, France and Can- 
ada—had not yet given their 
comments on the Soviet pro- 
posal for a controlled -suspen- 
sion of nuclear tests for two 
to three years. 
Touches off Exchange. 

Zorin added that world public 
opinion would fail to under- 
stand any attempt by the West 
to link a moratorium on tests 
with a cutoff of nuclear weap- 
on production. His statement 
touched off a sharp exchange 
within the committee.

British Foreign Secretary 
Selwyn Lloyd expressed “disap- 
pointment” at Zorin’s attitude. 
Lioyd said the Russian ‘had 
criticized the West's linkup 
between extending nuclear tests 
and stopping production. 

Stassen’s proposals to fix 
manpower ceiling on the armed 
forces of the two big powers 
were: 

At the end of a first stage, 
American and Russian armed 
forces each should total no 
more than 2,500,000 men. At 
the end of a second stage, the 
ceilings should be 2,100,000 men 
and at the end of the third 
stage they would be 1,700,000 
men. 

British, French Ceilings. 

At this point Lloyd and the 
French delegate, Jules Moch, 
proposed that corresponding 
ceilings for their own armed 
forces should be 750,000 men 
each, 700,000 each and 650,000 
each. 

Lloyd and Moch joined with 
Stassen in insisting that the 
West's second and third stage 
ceilings would depend on prog- 
ress in the settlement of out- 
standing political problems,

Republican Governors gave 
qualified ind: .sement to his 
proposal for creation of a joint 
federal-state task force to study 
the question of reviving state 
control of some of the activi- 
ties the Federal Government 
has taken over. 


Democratic Governors were 
| almost uniformly critical. Their 
_comments were keyed by the 
observation of Democratic Gov. 
Orville L. Freeman of Minne- 
sota that “this is just another 
great big dreamboat.” 
“Complete Sincerity.” 

Mr. Eisenhower put plenty 
of enthusiasm and what some of 
his closest aids said was. “com- 
plete sincerity” into his 29-min- 
ute appeal to reverse what the 
President said was a trend 
toward centralization of govern- 
ment and to re-establish states’ 
rights. 

But the over-all effect pro- 
duced from Republican Gov. 
Theodore R. McKeldin of Mary- 
land the observation: “I'm con- 
vinced nothing can be done 
about it.” McKeldin has been 
one of Mr. Eisenhower's stanch- 
est rooters. 

The President, who flew 
here for an overnight stay, sug- 
gested that the proposed fed- 
eral-state task force concentrate 
on a single program where there 
is duplication of state and 
federal effort. 

He said the federal-state com- 
mittee should specify, among 
other things, “the amounts by 
which federal taxes should be 
reduced,” and the “increases in 
state revenues needed to sup- 
port the transferred functions.” 

“This effort presupposes that 
federal taxes would be cut more 
than state taxes would be raised 
to support the transferred func- 
tions,” Mr. Eisenhower said. 
“The elimination of the federal 
overhead—stopping, in other 
words, the ‘freight charges’ on 
money being hauled from ‘the 
states to Washington and back 
(a bill, I remind you, that is al- 
ways collected in full)—would 
save the American taxpayer a 
tidy sum.” 

State Re-examination. 

Mr. Eisenhower said any such 
project would require a re- 
examination of all state mone- 
tary policies, including taxes, 
bonded debts, operating costs 
and cash reserves to meet nat- 
ural disasters and other emer- 
gencies. He said it would re- 
quire Br ypaeienwew | relating tax 
rates and assessed valuations to 
expanded incomes and real 
property values.” 

“Once the Committee acts,” 
he said, “I have it in mind that 
all of us would co-operate in se- 
|curing the necessary action by 
the Congress and the various 
state legislative bodies for the 
health of our republic and the 
good of us all.” 

The President spoke of “the 
lack of energetic state atten- 
tion” to such blems as slum 
clearance, also suggested 
that there should be less reli- 
ance-on the “reputedly ‘rich 
uncle’ in Washington, D.C.” 

He cautioned that in recent 
times “more and more rapidly 
the pendulum of power has 
swung from our states to the 
central government.”

‘Buster’ Wortman’s Neighbors 
Angry Over His Drainage Ditch  , 


Project to Relieve Moat and Dam in Time 
of Heavy Rain May Damage 
Their Property, They Say. 


Cutting of a large drainage 
ditch thgough the bank of a 
moat at a mysterious man-made 
island near Collinsville has 
aroused the ire of residents of 
the area. They told the Post- 
Dispatch today overflow through 
the ditch to their property may 
cause great damage when rains 
are heavy. 

The island was formed and a 
large brick building erected on 
it under the watchful eye of 
Frank (Buster) Wortman, East 
Side hoodlum and gambling 
boss. Residents of the area fear 
that the building may be in- 
tended for use as a gambling 
casino. 

The drainage ditch was cut 

with heavy equipment last week 
after frequent downpours had 
caused the water in the moat 
to rise and threaten the dam, 
residents of the area said. The 
ditch is about 10 feet deep, 
about 10 feet wide and 25 yards 
long. 
Joe Mestel, farmer, who owns 
15 acres of land across a road 
from the moat, said that he has 
asked county road officials to 
investigate the legality of the 
drainage ditch. Mestel said he 
believes the ditch is in viola- 
tion of the law because, he 
contended, it does not drain the 
moat in the direction water 
would normally flow. 

He added that at least two 
other farmers would suffer 
serious damage to their prop- 
erty from overflow through the 
drainage ditch.

“Shall this nation continue to 
speak with one voice in the 
conduct of its foreign affairs, as 
it has done for 160 years under 
the Constitution, or shall it 
revert to the impotent and 
crippling condition it found it- 
self in under the Articles of 
Confederation?” he asked. 

“I submit that handing back 
to the states the authority to 
decide what treaties can be 
enforced and otherwise ham- 
stringing our power to nego- 
tiate with other nations would 
be of no benefit to the states 
as a whole or individually or 
to the people of the United 
States,” Hennings said. 

The key clause in the modi- 
fied version, which Bricker in- 
troduced when the new Con- 
gress met in January, says that 
“an international agreement 
other than a treaty shall have 
legislative effect within the 
United States as a law thereof 
only through legislation valid 
in the absence of such an inter- 
national agreement.” 

The recent controversy over 
the case of Army Specialist 3-C 
William S. Girard has brought 
new demands in Congress for 
revision or rejection of United 
States “status of forces” agree- 
ménts under which Girard was 
slated to be turned over to a 
Japanese court for trial in the 
death of a Japanese woman. 

Some congressional circles 
said “status of forces” agree- 
ments would be outlawed under 
the Bricker amendment. The 
agreements set forth rules for 
when United States service men 
overseas will be tried by for- 
eign courts and when by United 
States military courts.

NUERNBERG, Germany, June 
25 (AP)—West German refugee 
officials said today a North Ko- 
rean professor who says he has 
been supervising 600 North Ko- 
rean children in Communist 
East Germany has fled to the 
West. 

The officials identified the 
man as Kim San Zu. He said he 
had been in charge of children 
evacuated to East many dur- 
ing the Korean war. 

Kim told interrogators he fled 
to the West because he was fed 
up with Communism after see- 
ing it in action in North Korea

TIGHT CONGRESS)

WASHINGTON, June 25— 
The House of Representatives 
completed congressional action 
yesterday on legislation giving 
Congress tight control over the 
Administration's program. for 
development of atomic power. 

The legislation, which was 
passed by the Senate last week, 
now goes to President Eisen- 
hower. 

The measure provides that no 
atomic power plant can be built 
by the Government or by pri- 
vate industry with Government 
assistance without specific au- 
thorization from the Joint Con- 
gressional Committee on Atomic 
Energy and Congress. 

The House passed the bill by 
a voice vote after only a few 
minutes of discussion. 

The bill has been reluctantly 
accepted by the Atomic Energy 
Commission as the only way to 
clear a roadblock standing in 
the way of its appropriations 
for the coming fiscal year. 


The legislation is designed to 
meet objections raised by Rep- 
resentative Clarence Cannon 
(Dem.),; Missouri, chairman of 
the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee. Cannon charged that 
the Administration's program of 
assisting private industry to 
construct atomic power plants 
was illegal because it has not 
been specifically authorized by 
Congress. He warned that his 
committee would hold up the 
atomic appropriations bill until 
the authorizing legislation was 
passed. 

With the passage of the leg- 
islation, Cannot said he ex- 
pected the Appropriations Com- 
mittee would start work on the 
atomic appropriations bill early 
next week, 

Cannon's objections and the 
resulting legislation were part 
of a Democratic maneuver to 
bring the Administration’s 
atomic power program under 
congressional control and at 
the same time initiate a Dem- 
ocratic-backed program. 

Under the Administration's 
program, the main reliance for 
development of large-scale 
atomic power plants is placed 
on private industry. The Gov- 
ernment furnishes financial 


assistance in terms of research | 


and development aid, cost-free 


fuel and purchase of the plu- | 


tonium produced in reactors. 

Democrats have been press- 
ing for the Federal Govern- 
ment to take the lead in devel- 
opment of atomic power by 
building several atomic power 
plants on its own.

PARIS, June 25 (AP)— The | 
newspaper Figaro said today 
former Hungarian Premier Imre 
Nagy is in jail in Budapest 
awaiting trial after spurning a | 
personal plea from Soviet De- 
fense Minister Georgi Zhukov 
to confess he had been the dupe 
of Western agents in last fall’s 
revolt.

Quoting well-informed 
sources, the story said Zhukov 
saw Nagy in Sinata, Romania, 
and urged him to say he was 
“overwhelmed by Fascist, reac- 
tionary elements and your good 
faith was abused.”

‘Submits Same Issues.’ 


“The suit submits to the fed- 
eral court the same issues 
which were thoroughly litigated 
over a four-year period in the 
|New York state court. 

“A decision of the highest 
court in New York decided the 
issues in favor of union and dis- 
missed the complaint. We are 
confident the same issues will 
be decided in the same way in 
this new suit.” 

The Rev. Dr. James E. Wag- 
ner of Philadelphia, president 
of the Evangelical and Re 
formed Church, said in refer- 
ence to the suit: 

“We are not dismayed by the 
opposition of a few, much as 
we regret their alienation of 
themselves from the expressed 
will and desire of the great ma- 
jority in both fellowships. The 
conceivable legal issues have 
all been wrestled with through 
the succession of courts in New 
York as a result of which legal 
barriers were set aside more 
than three years ago. 

“With the opening session of 
the uniting general synod at 
hand, those of us who have been 
working at plans for establish- 
ing the United Church of Christ 
are surer than ever that this 
thing is of God.” 

Four Churches Involved. 

The four churches which 
brought the suit are the First 
Congregational churches of 
Burlington, la.; Pontiac, Mich., 
and Wauwatosa, Wis., and the 
Mayfair Congregational Church 
of Toledo, O. 

The uniting general synod 
will open at 8 o’clock tonight in 
Cleveland music hall amid stir- 
ring pageantry. Formal decla- 
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ration of the union will be 
made, first the Rev. Drs. 
Wagner and Hoskins, then by

Until Sister Susanne Marie 
entered the hospital for the last 
time April 16, she had been 
active in the administration of 
the school. She was registrar 
at Fontbonne for 20 years be- 
fore going to the Kansas City 
college for three years in 1951. 

Sister Susanne Marie was one 
of two nuns in the United States 
who were selected to attend an 
institute for college presidents 
at Harvard University in June 
1955. 

In September 1955 she 
started a new department of

Another accomplishment of 
Sister Susanne Marie’s admin- 
istration at Fontbonne was the 
reorganization of the physical 
education department to give 
more emphasis to swimming. 
Sister Susanne Marie was 
born in Hambleton, W.Va., one 
of 16 children.

A little plain talk helps. Then a change of thought by 
the presentation of a new interest will complete the banish- 
ment of the idea for the moment.

N ENGLAND, the Queen's birthday—or if there were a

that I am duty-bound to 
| attend Britain’s finest mil-

readers’ sake, even if I had 
not passionately wanted to 
see it myself. 1 guess I had become a little uppity. I have 
a certain shoddy eminence in England. I am the only 
American ever invited by the Guild of Royal Ironmongers to 
inspect the plumbing at Buckingham Palace. I am one of 
the few lifetime holders of a pass on the No. 11 bus. Per- 
haps such things have gone to my head. I applied for a 
ticket to the stands of the parade for self and Elegante 
Moglie (Steinbeckian for wife)—but no soap. I winnowed 
all my British sources with no success, and finally applied 
to the American Embassy. 
This was a mistake. I might as well have applied for 
a guest card to Burning Tree.

THEN A LONDON. NEWSPAPER offered me one ticket 
in the stands at the parade in return for some copy. I 
considered it a bribe, and refused. If they had offered 
two tickets, one for my wife, I would have taken it as an 
honor and accepted. If my sister could have gone, too, I 
would have flooded them with copy. But I hate bribes. 

I told my friends I preferred to see the finest military 
spectacle from the point of view of the “people.” This was 
their first intimation that I couldn’t get in at the parade. 

Sufficiently early on the morning of the parade, a 
truly golden day, we walked through Green Park to the 
great space in front of Buckingham Palace. Thousands of 
persons were there already, but we found a place from 
which we could see the whole thing. 

At twenty of eleven the crowd thickened and a tense 
feeling came over all of us. Exactly at quarter to eleven, 
a bugle sang behind the iron palings of the palace. Excited 
voices cried, “There she is—” and instantly a wall of chil- 
dren went up in front of us, hoisted on the shoulders of 
mothers and fathers. Between the little tykes I saw the 
tip of a blue plume go bobbing past. There were cries 
from the moppets of, “There she goes, the darlink!” So I 
can authoritatively report to my readers that the Queen 
wore a blue plume. Between the shoulders of the high- 
held little chaps I could see the horsehair streamers of the 
helmets of the Horse Guards. 


x « * 

WHEN THE PROCESSION was past to the last busby, 
the children were set down on the ground and we waited 
an hour to see it return after the completion of Britain's 
finest military spectacle. We were told that the royal 
family would then assemble on the balcony of the Palace 
to salute the “fly past” of the R.A.F. The sun was quite 
hot by now, and people began to faint, and the stretchers 
came out to carry them away. In the park, people sat on 
the grass and opened their basket lunches while the royal 
artillery salute sounded in the distance. At five of twelve 
we went back to our places. We could hear the drums and 
music coming along the Mall toward us. We had a won- 
derful view of the empty balcony with its velvet drapings 
of scarlet and gold. I did have a glimpse of the glitter of 
breastplates before the wall of nippers went up again, but 
I was glad because the balcony was higher from my points 
of view than the little chaps who screened the processions 
from view. And I didn’t mind not seeing the Queen and 
the soldiers because there was always the balcony.

THEN FOUR HORSEMEN in magnificent headgear 
took position in front of us. And they were much higher 
than the nippers’ heads. I think the Queen Mother was on 
the balcony, but a splendid Field Marshal observed her. 
The Prince Consort was behind a magnificent soldier in an 
admiral-type hat. The Queen is quite small. I was told 
that she was on the balcony, but even the higherup chil- 
dren couldn't see her. And all the time the invisible band 
played beautifully. 

We had a remarkable look at the “fly past” of the 
R.A.F.—three flights of jet bombers at about a thousand 
feet. We could even read the numbers on their wings. 

Afterward, we walked slowly back across the park to 
the hotel, remembering Britain's finest military spectacle, 
and we had a tall cool glass of lager and drank Her Maj- 
esty’s health.

OW you would think that to 
N overate ‘an attic exhaust fan 

wouldn’t require any special 
technique but actually it does 
if you want to get the most in 
the way of comfort out of the 
fan. 


For example, the wrong thing 
to do with a fan is to turn it on 
the first thing in the morning. 
The reason why this is wrong 
is that early in the morning the 
air in the house is cooler than 
the air outside. If you turn on 
the fan you simply pull out all 
that nice cool air and pull in 


. all the hot outside air. 


What you should do is to keep 
the windows closed, the drapes 
down and the fan off for most 
of the morning. Operate the 
fan now and then for a couple 
of minutes if you wish to re- 
move the heated air from the 
attic. In the afternoon, open 
the windows on the shady side 
of the house and let the fan pull 
some of this cool air through 
the house. 

At night, while the family is 
still up, open the lower win- 
dows and let the fan pull this 
air through the living area of 
the house. 

By the way, at night the cool- 
est air is at ground level but 
during the day the air close to 
the ground is the warmest. 
When you retire, close the win- 
dows except in the bedrooms 
and pull the shades or drapes. 
Let the fan suek fresh outside 
air through the ms. 

Under normal itions the 
fan can be shut off by the last 
one going to bed or there are 
special little timers ‘that will 
shut the fan off before the out- 
side air starts to get warm. 

If you want the fan to oper- 
ate all night long, be sure to 
turn it off the very first thing 
in the morning before the out- 
side air starts to get warm.
